Here follot:th a Narration of the men of Shaw-omet, con- 
cerning the ground of tranſplanting of themſelver and (a- 
milie, and of their firſt entrance into that part of America

Hereas we removed our ſelves and families out of our 

native Country, about ten or twelve years ago by the 

leave of his State, only to injoy the liber of our conſciences, 
inre of our faith towards God, and for no other end, not 


ſcrupling any Civill Ordinance, for the education, ordering, 


or government of any Civil State, 

Cans by the providence of God at Boſton in the Maſſa- 
abuſets Bay, we found our Countrymen at great variance in 
point of Religion, proſecuting it very hotly in their publique 
Courts unto fines and baniſnments, occaſioning men thereby 
much to vent and bring forth themſelves ; and we underftan. 
ding that they had formerly baniſhed one Malter Roger willi- 
ami, a man of good report both for life and doctrine (even a- 
mongſt chemſctves) for diſſenting from them in ſome points 


about their Church Government, and that in che extremity of 
winter, forcing him to betake himſelfe into the vaſt wilderneſs 
to ſit down am̃ongſt the Indians, in a place by their ** 

cllions 
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feſſions, out of all their I uriſdictions : And at that time of our 
arrivall at Boſton, they were proceeding againſt one Maſter 
John wheelwright, a man of like life and converſation, whom 
they alſo baniſhed fordiffering withthem in point of Doctrine, 
the ſumm whereof conliſted in this, That [anfification is nor 
the firſt evidence wnto 4 Chriſtian of bu ſalvation ; and many 
others manifeſting their thoughts about ſuch points then con- 
troverted amonglt chem, were alſo impriſoned, fined, baniſh. 
ed, diſarmed, and caſt out from amongſt them. 

And we plainly perceiving that the ſcope of their doctr ine 
was bent onely to maintain that outward forme of worſhip 
which they had ereted to themſelves, tending only to the out- 
ward carriage of one man toward another, leaving thoſe prin- 
ciples of Divinity, wherein we had been inſtructed in our na- 
tive Country, tending to faith towards God in Chrilt : and 
we finding no ground nor warrant for ſuch an order in the 
Church (to bind mens conſciences unto) as they had eſtabliſh- 
ed amongſt them; our conſciences could not cloſe with them 
in ſuch their practices, which they perceiving, denyed us the 
common benefit of the Country, even ſo much as a place to 
reſide in, and plant upon, for the maintenance and preſervati- 
on of our ſelves, our wives and little ones; as alſo proceeded 
againſt us, as they had done to others; yea with more ſeverity, 
unto confinements, impriſonments, chains, fines, whippings, 
and baniſhment out of all their Juriſdictions, to wander in the 
wilderneſſe in extremity of winter, yea when the ſnow was 
up to the knee, and rivers to wade through up unto the midle, 
and not ſo much as one of the Indians to be found in that ex- 
tremity of weather to afford us either fire, or any harbor, ſuch 
as themſclves had; being removed into ſwamps and thickets, 
where they were not to be found; in which condition, in the 
continuation of the weather, we lay diverſe nights together, 
having no victuals, but what we took on our backs, and our 
drink as the (now aftorded unto us, whereupon we were con-

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down in, and neer the place where Maſter Roger Williams was 
where we built houſes, and beſtowed our labors to raiſe up 
means to maintain our wives and little ones (which our Coun. 
trymen out of their zeal had deprived us of, and taken away 
from us )quietly poſſeſſing them for the ſpace of ſeven or eight 
years(ſome of us }no man interrupting us, but both the Maſſa- 
chu/ets, and alſo P/ymouth conteſſed us to be out of the con- 
fines of their Patents; but when they perceived thoſe parts 
to be a refuge for ſuch as were oppreſſed and grieved amongſt 
themſclves, who repaired unto us for ſhelter, then they went 
about to bring thoſe parts to be under their Juriſditions, by 
all poſſible prerences, and ſtietching their line for that pur- 
e, thinking to get ſome colour for their p: occedings; yet 
fell they ſhort of our Plantations fourteen or fifteen miles, as 
did evidently appear, and was by themſelves acknowledged, 
and when they ſaw they could not accompliſh their ends by 
that project, they then infinuated themſclves into the minds 
of three il · atfected perſons amongſt us, that they ſhould ac- 
knowledge themſelves to be ſubjects un:o them, and to de- 
end upon them for protection and government, whom they 
d formerly caſt out from amongit them, both out of their 
Churches, and cenſured them alſo in their Civil Courts tor 
rofle and ſcandalous offences, as one Robert Cole whom they 
Rad cenſured to were a D upon his back for a whole year, to 
proclaim unto all men his guiltineſſe of the ſin of drunkeneſſe, 
and had alſo caſt him out of their Church, and delivered him 
unto Sathan ſeverall times, who before and in the times of 
this his ſubmiſſion uſually converſed with, and was converſant 
amongſt the Indians on the Sabboth dayes, profeſſing the In- 
dians Religion to be the ſame with that which the Aſaſſachs«

Maſſachuſets, which «Arnald was a great proteſſor of Religi. 
on in the Welt of Old £»gland;- but in the time of this his 
ſubjeRion was known conſtantly to imploy himſelte in ſer- 
vile work upon the Sabboth day, and profeſſed it to be his e- 
cellency above that which his nei had attained unto ; 
his 
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his ſon Benedick conſtantly trading with the Indians on the 
Sabboth day, being a factor for them of the Maſſachuſcrr, 
being ſupplyed with commodity from them, having toleration 
to {ell powder to the Indians, but den, ed to be ſol d unto us, 
unleſſe we would ſubject our ſelves as they had done ; theſe 
pretended ſubjects of the Maſſacknſers, thus far fetcht, had 
learned th's deviſe, that whereas ſome of us had {mall parcels 
of land laid out to build houſes upon and plant corn, and all 
the reſt lay common undivided, as the cuſtome of the Coun. 
try for the moſt part is, they would not permit us any more 
land to build upon or to feed our cattell, unleſſe we u ould keep 
upon that which they would contede to be our proper right, 
and they would admit of no diviſion, but by the toot or by the 
inch, and then we could neither have roome to ſet a houſe. but 
part of it would ſtand on their land, nor put a cow to ꝑraſſe, 
but immediately her bounds were broken, and then prefently 
mult the one be pull'd don, ind the other put into the pound, 
to make ſatist action, or till ſatis faction were made for both. 
So that by this unreaſonable and palpable ſlight of theſe pre- 
tended ſubjects, togethet with the power of tis fo itregular a 
Government, we plainly perceived a {na e was lard to intangle 
us again; not only to hinder us to provide fur our families, but 
to bereave us again of what Cod, through out labour and in- 
duſtry, had raiſed up unto us as means to maintain our fami- 
lies with. 

Now when the Aa ſſachuſem had gained theſe men to be 
inſtruments in this manner to effect their end, then did they 
inſtitute them as oihicers to execute cheir warrants amongſt us 
in thoſe parts, upon any complaint the ſe above named ſubjects 
ſhould make unto them upon the grounds above mentioned, 
who preſcntly ſent a Warrant unto us, to command our ap- 
-pearance at their Courts, under the hand of the Governor and 
divers of the aſſiſt ants in the Maſſachuſeti, threatning to ule 
violcace-againit us in caſe we obey ed not,

This Warrant — delivered unto us by their new made 
officer Williew Arnald, in the name of the Aaſſacbsſets, we 
took into ſerious confideration, having former expericace abun- 
dantly of their unkind and inhumane dealing with us, yea to- 
wards our wives and children, when our felves were ſometimes 
in baniſhments, and ſometimes in priſoo, and irons (by them ) 
tefore. We thought it meer (for the preſervation of our 
together with that Compaſſion we had of our wives und Unie 
ones) to leave our bouſes, and the relt of our labors, lying neer 
unto 
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unto thoſe their pretended ſubjects (whom we faw malici- 
cuſly bent) and to remove our {elves and families further off, 
from the Maſſachuſeti, and ſuch their coad jutouis, being then 
amongſt us: For we ſaw that they did not only endeavor to 
take away our livcly hood, but intended to take away our lives 
alſo, in caſe they could find a way to ſatisſie the Country in 
doing of ſuch an act and exccution : For we had never accu- 
ſation brought in agxia(t us, but what roſe from the Magiſtrates 
and the Minilters ; tor we walked fo, as to do no man wrong, 
only juſtified the cauſe of our Religion, as we had learned and 
received the principles thereof before we went amongſt them; 
as alſo the laws and government of this Kingdome of England 
unto which we cver willingly acknowledged our ſelves to be 
loyall ſud jccts, and therefore could not ſuffer our ſelves to be 
intrenched upon by our fellow ſubjects, further then the laws 
of our King and State doth allow. 

Now that they ſought the lives of ſome of us, at this time is 
evident ; For John Warner Citizen and Freeman of Londen x 
man well known, who afterwards was one of thotc againſt 
whom they now proſecuted, having formerly had ſome buſi- 
neſſ with Maſter Winthrop the Governor of the Maſſachuſetts, 
he asked the ſa id Warner(living then in the Naubyganſet Bay 
whether he knew one Samuel Gorton, (2 man alſo again 
whom they now proſecuted » who lived alſo in the ſaid Bay, 
but at that time John Mur ner had not ſeen him, living a mat- 
ter of twenty miles one frem the other : The Governor told 
him he was a man not fit to live upon the tice of the earth ; al- 


ſo one of the Eldersof the Church of Boſton told = Miniſter Old M. 01iv: 


(ho reported it in the place where Gorton lived) That if they 
had Gorton at Bofton in the Maſſachuſets, he would hardly ſee 
his own houſe any more; yea one Malter Collins, x man of 
excellent parts of learning. and of an unblamenble lite amongſt 
men, being Miniſter of one of the Weſtern Iſlands, from that 
report he heard of Religion, came to New England, who 
married one of Miltrefle Hachin/ons daughters, tad being Fran- 
o Huchinſom his brother in law, was a member of th: Church 
+ at Boſton, who ſeriouſly conſidering and laying to heart the 
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wayes of their Church and the cat iage of his brethren con- 
ſulting with the Miniſter, the tw o yong men could not have 
reſt in cheir ſpirits till they went down to adviſe or deba e the 
matter with the Church, though they were come out from 
them and lived on Road Iſland in the Nanhyganſer Bay, and 
when they came to Bofon, and the Brethren were gathered 
together either to give or receive latisfaction, when they ſaw 
the arguments produced by the Miniſter and his brother to 
weigh ſome what heavy, then the ſtrongeſt of their Church 
members of Bofon (namely the Governor and Alliſtants caſt 
them in p:iſon to regulate their opinion that differed from 
them, and there kept them in durance for many Moneths ; 
but at the laſt, ſetting chem at liberty, yet giving out ſome 


threatning words afterwards, as though they would fetch 


them again; the yong men could have no relt in their ſpirits 
day nor night, till they were gone out further from the Aaſſa- 
chuſers then that Iſland was, yea under ſome forrcign govern- 
ment where the Maſſachwſets could not pretend to have any 
thing to do; for they had heard that the Maſſachsſcrr inten- 
ded to take in all the Nanhyganſer Bay under their Govern» 
ment and Juriſdiction: Whereupon Maſter Collins came 
where the aforeſaid Gorton and his Family were, namely at 
Providence; and (eriouſly adviſed him to go along to the Dutch 
Plantation or elſe ro the SWead: ; for, upon his knowledge, 
the Maſſachs/ets intended, in ſhort time, to take away his 
life, if he aboad in an, of the Eng/iS Plantations ; for he had 
received certain inforwation thereof, whil*it he was amongſt 
them, ſhewing great affection ro move him thereunto : Ger- 
ron thanked him kindly tor his love, being but a ſtranger to him, 
but told him he could not go under a forreign Prince for pro- 
tection, till he ſaw further then yet be did; knowing he had 
ncicher been falſe to his King nor Country, nor to his conſci- 
encc, in point ot Religion, ſo tar as God had informed him. 
But Malter Collins and his Brother, together with their Mo- 
cher and whole Family, for fear, removed to the Datch Plan- 
tation, with divers other friends and families; who were miſe- 
rably maſſacred by choſe barbarous Indians ( both men, women 

and 
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and children) being th ver with the Dutch, who took 
ſome of the Engiifs children Tout of families of good note) 
as Captives, and keep and train them up amongſt themſelves 
unto this day, having moſt barbarouſly and cruelly ſli ia their 
Parents, who had been not x little carefull to train them up in 
their life time, both in faith and manners, But we removing 
our lelves, as aboveſaid, iato another part of the N anhyg anſer 
Bay, further from the Aaſſacbaſeti, and where none of the 
Engliſh, nor other Nations had any thing to do, but only Indi- 
ans, the true natives, of whom we bought a parcell of land 
called Shaw-omer (as is aboveſaid) — Myantonomy, 
chiefe Sachim, or prince of thoſe 1 of the Country ; but 
alſo with the free conſent of the Inhabitants of the place. 
Now we plainly perceiving that the drift of the Aſaſſachn- 
ſets, ind thoſe joyned with them, was not only to take the 
whole Country of the £ng/iſs Plantations into their Juriſdi. 
Rions ; but allo to eſtabliſh what way of Religion themſelves 
thought fit, to the the taking away (not only of goods) but 
lives alſo of ſuch as were otherwiſe minded: We made an- 
ſwer unto the Writing, they had ſent unto us, on this wiſe ;

The next newes wee hed , immediatly upon the receipt of 


this Writing, (being about our neceſſary imployments, in pro- 


vifion for our families) was this; that one Capraine George 
Cole, with a company of armed ſouldiers, xecompanied 
with many [ndians, having Commiſſion from the Aaſſacbu- 
ſets, either to bring us away by force of Armes, or elſe to put 
us to the ſword ; which when we heard, we partly beleeved, 
in regard they had given order by publicke Court, long before, 
that no Gun-powder ſhould be fold into thoſe parts where 
we lived, but only to ſuch as would become ſubjects to them, 
whereby the place was not only hindred of means of defence 
from a torraine Enemy, but alfo to furniſh their families wich 
ſuch proviſions as the countrey affords : we hetring of their 
approach, immedistly ſent a Letter to thoſe which we heard 
they Riled Commiſſioners , which proved to be the Captaine, 
together with his officers, defiring to know their intent, and 
what their Commiffion was to doe in thoſe parts, fignifying, 
that # they came to viſit us in way of neighbour. hood, and 
friendfhip, to cleare any matter or cauſe, they ſhould be wel- 
came? to us; but if otherwife, we wiſhed them not to ſet 2

WA/ Tm you are ſeat by the government of the Aſaſ- 

ſachuſets, under pretence of having chings ordered 
amongſt us, in way of juſtice , and equity, to be diſtributed 

unto themſelves , (confilting as they lay ) of Engliſh and [n- 

diam, LY] and that upon this ground, that we have given 

them an invitation to that purpoſe ; Kao therefore our 
whole intent, and meaning therein, which may not beate any 
other interpretation in a rationall mind; that as they invited us 
unto them, as Clients to have our cauſes tryed by them, and 
not as Warriors to fight with them , ſo did we, and no 


glory in, con- otherwiſe invite them: Miſtake us not therefore, neither deceive 


your ſelves through their or your awae pretences ; for if you 
come to trete with us, in ways of cquity and peace(together 
therewith, ſhaking a Rod over our heads, in a Band ot foul- 
diers:)Be you affured, we have paſſed our Child-hood and non- 
nage in that point, and are under Commiſſion of the great 
God, not to be children in underſtanding, neither in carriage; 
but to quit our ſelves as men j we ſtraitly charge you therefore,

is the Law of our God, by whom we ſtand, written in all 
mens hearts, that if you ſpread a table before us as friends, we 
ſit not as men inveRive, envious, or male-content , not touch- 
ing a morſcll, nor looking for you to point us unto our diſh, bat 
we eat with you, by vertue of the untained Law of relations, 
not only to ſat ĩsſie our ſtomacks, but to increaſe friendſhip 
and

batants, or Warriors, by the fame Law of relations, we 18

having quiet poſſeſsion of the ſame, untill this trouble; and 
the did conceive you had wronged them, by bringing an 
Army, to force them from their ground; your Commilsioners 
pleaded, it was your right, by the Indian: — vou, 
and thereupon were vcry reſolute to take them off by force; 
which they queſtioned not but immediatly to performe ; the 
other as reſolute, confidering, they ſaid they had bought it, and 
vowed to ſtand upon their 1iwfull defence, though to the laſt 
drop of their blood, the reſolution on both ſides being ſo hot, 
that we thought immediatly the Battle would have began 
they did then appeale to the higheſt Court in old England, for 
the tryall of their right, which when your Commiſsioners 
refuſed, they did agnine offer to put it to the cryall of indiffe- 
rent Judges in this Countrey , which were parties of neither 
ſide, and counted it unreaſonable, that force ſhould be offered 
before the cauſe were tryed, which they judged you could not 
doe, being parties in the cauſe, and promiſed to ſtand to the 
determination of thoſe Judges, to the utmoſt of their eſtates 
and perſons.

eAbigals counſcll, for Nabal: churliſhnefle ; let the Lord 
ſmite them, and his hand be upon them, it they ſinne againſt 
him; If one man fine againſt another, the Judge fball judge 
him, but if 4 man ſinne againſt the Lord, Who ſhall — 
him? 1 Sam. 2. 25. Now their Propoſition is for man to judge, 
as that ficlt part of the allexdged Scripture doth declare ; ſome 
of their wives and children (if a mornfull Spectzele might

Here followeth a true Copie of a Letter Written by the Ce- 
vernowr of the Maflacbuſcts , in anſwer to the men of 
Providence, of their Letter Written unte hims , in Way of. 
mediation for peace, Which is here ſet downe vetbatim, the 
Letter being extant under his owne hand. 
Neighbours of Providence, 


Have received a Letter ſubſcribed by four of you, whom I 

r are not of the confederacic with Gorton, Holden, and the 

reſt of that company, wherin as Mediators yourntercede be- 
tweenthem & us, in the differences now bet ween us;the return 
of the Meſſenger is fo haſty, that I cannot make a full anſwer to 
every thing you have mentioned in your Letter; oaly you 
may reſt ſatisſied with this, that the Commiſſion, and inſtru- 
Qions given to the Commiſſioners now at Providence, was not 
raſhly and inconſiderately drawn up; but by the mature ad- 
viſe of the wileſt and godlieſt amonglt us, aſſembled in a ge- 
nerall Court, which I have not power to reverſe or alter ; and 
for the jaſtneſſe of the Courts proceedings therein, you may 
doc well to take further notice, that beſides the Title of 
Land, between the Indians, and the Englifsthere, there ate 
twelve of the Engliſh, that have ſubſcribed their names, to 
horrible and d le blaſphe mies, againſt God, and all Ma- 
giftracie, wo ate rather to be judged as Blaſphemers, (eſpeci- 
ally if they perſiſt therein) rather then that they ſhould delade 
us, by winning time, under the pretence of A bitrat ion ; 
I doubtnot , but you well know, that we have often ſent to 
them, to-plead their title to the Land , and to mike 
anſwer for their Blaſphemies, and that we lately ſent them 
ſafe Conducts for their comming, and returning , [r for all 
which we have received from them, nothing but ſcorns , con- 
tempt, and revilings in the worlt expretions they could

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caſt them into; ſo that the promiſe of protection made by us, 

» Pambam, Cc. the vindieition of Gods honour, and many 

reaſons concerning our ſafety , have neceſſarily put us upon 

this courſe with them; not withſtanding which , if any of 

them will in peaceable manner, repaire unto us, under the 

conduct of our Commiſs ioners, no violence (hall be offered 

to them, by our ſouldiers there, and our juſtice here ; but 

it they refuſe, and offer violence, let the hurt they receive be 

upon their owne heads; further (which I had forgotten)where 

you ſay their offer of atbittation is faite, you may doe well to 

be better informed, and to know that the botome ot it is eaſily 

ſounded , which is to win time, to diſcourage the Indians, ;

Now after the enterchange of theſe Letters, between the men 
of Providence, and the Governour of the MMaſachnſers,which

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we at the preſent were ignorant of, hen certa ine daycs were 
expired, the M. flengets ſent by the Commiſſioners into the 
Maſſachnſets to cquaiut them with out᷑ F ropoſitions, returned, 
which we perceived by their ſhooting off of Guns at his com- 
ming: Ani the ſi t thing we diſcerned in them, they {cat out 
and gathered all our Catile together, and toske them into their 
owne cultody , (ending two ſouldiers unto us to give us nc» 
tice, that the time of truce wasexpired , and that our Propo- 
ſitions could in no cauſe be accepted or imbraced by the Aſaſ- 
ſachuſetr; we then deſiring to ſpeake with the Captain and 
the officers, they utterly denyed to have any ſperch with us; 
but immediatly intrenched themſelves, and the ſame diy gave 
fite upon us; whercupon to ſh:w our allegeance to the State 
ot old England, we hung out the Eagliſh colours, which they 
— (hot the more violently agi inſt us, (ſhooting the co- 

rs many times, through and through: Now when the 
Meſſenger from the Aſaſſachuſer; returned, comming through 
the Towneof Providence, two of the men of Providence 
came along to ShaW-omer,to ſee how things Were carried, and 
what the newes was at his returnez and however the Commil- 
fioners would not ſpeake with us; yet the men of Providence 
went unto them, & had ſpeech with them, whom they warned 
to come no More unto us, upon their perill, for they were te- 
ſolved of their courſe ; therefore who ever came necr unto us, 
they would take chem for their enemies: For when the Go- 
vernour and Aſsiſtaats of the Aſaſſachſers perceived that the 
Commiſsioners had declared their errand unto us in plainer 
termes then , then they intended it ſhould have beene; the 
thought to make the houſe we were in our grave, was the be 
vvey to vindicate the moderation of their equall Juſtice to- 
vvards us, as plainly appeared by their prictiſe, and courſe held 


concerning us.

And ſo continued for divers days together in their herce 
aſſalt, the Sabbath approꝛ ching, we imagining they would not 
have continucd their aſſalt upon that day, and were very con- 
fident that th. y would go avout no ſuch work upon the night 
before the Sado; being we knew well that they held the 
Sabdath begins in the evening going before, and that they had 
no leſſe ground for it then Malter Cotton: judgment; is alſo 
that it Was one of their laws that the breach of the Sabbath is 
to be puniſhed with death. Now what they may judge the 
kill ug of their Country men caull.fl; upon that day is, he- 
ther to keep or break the Sabbath, we leave to all men to 
judge. | 

But contrary to our expectation, early inthe motning, having 
prepared their fire- works, they attempted to burn the houle 
h rein we were, ſeconding their fire with the diicharge of 
above four hundred (hot 2g tinlt us, according to the Souldiers 
account , who afterwards told us how many thots they had 
made that morning, according to the emptying of their banda- 
leers ; all which time they told as Captain Cook ſtood behind 
ſuch a great white oak tree, whom we heard ineourag ing his 
fauldicrs to come on with courage, thinking himſelf in ſatety, 
and ſo he was, for we diſcharged not à Gua that morniag, 2

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of al the time of their ſiege, but onlytwo in the nighttime at ran- 
dom, to ſcar them from workiag their trenches acer unto us; 
for ws had concluded to take away the lives of aone of our 
Countrymen, unleſſe they offered to enter violeatly upon us, 
which we only fitted our ſel ves to prevent ſuch aſſiſt, or elſe 
that we were forced out upon them by the firing of our houſe; 
only we perceived our words to be ſhot good enough to keep 
them aloof. For we called cheerfully upon the Captain to 
come on and bring up his men; for he ſhould find vs very 
cheerfull ſpirits to deal with, and that we would make him as 
good a Sabbath days breakfaſt as ever he had in his life; our 
care was only to quench the fire which they had laid co the 
wall before we were aware; But we ſaw the wind took the 
flame fo from the wal that it kindled not upon the houſe, vvhen 
the day began ts break Captain Cook called to the ſouldicts to 
go on with a freſh aſſalt; but we heard ſome of his Sculdiets 
deny to come on again, being the fire took not; and the day 
— Aon they thought we might ſhopt trom the 
houſe at certainty z we called on the Captain to animate 
his ſoldiers, for we underſtood( we told him) his chartet wheels 
began to drive very heavy, and were in danger to fall of, and 
that was all the violence we offered to our Countrymen in 
this their ſo cager an afſalt, though we heard the Captain in the 
beginning of it, give ſtri& charge to the ſouldiers that they 
ſhould not let one eſcape alive, but to put all to the ſword, 
thinking the fire would have taken, and ſo we have been a pre 
for them : Bur however we diſcharged not a peece agai 
them, being loth to ſpill the blood of our Countrymen, though 
to the hazard of our own lives, yet were we well provided 
and could cafily have done them much hurt ; only ſtood upon 
our defence ſo, as theyduiſt not make entry upon us:afterwhich 
aſſalt they ſent back into the Aſaſſachuſers for more ayd: But 
in the mean time another parley was procured wherein we 
conſented to go down into the Aſaſſachuſers upon Compoſition 
to prevent the ſpilling of blood, which we could no longer 
refrain in the defence of our ſelves, they having approached 
ſo neet unto us; The condition whereof was this, that we

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ſhould goe with them, as free men, and neighbours, as 
though ſuch paſſages had never been betwixt us, which the 
Captain and his Compaay conſenting unto, beat up the Drum, 
and gathered his ſouldiers together, ſeeming joyfull that

out, in that cheir action: And withall they drove away our _— —4 
catile into the Maſſac haſet:, dividing and diſpoſing of them them againg 
amorgſt themſelves; only ſome of them they had diſpoſed of us, in the heas 
to ſuch of their tubjcRs, as lived nearunto us, who had been ring ot ſome oſ 
inſtruments and affiſtants unto them, to bring about and ef. cr friendv. 
tect this worke, The number of cattle which they took from 

us was foure-ſcore head, or thereabouts, beſides Swifie and 

Goats, which they, and the Indiovs, lived upon duting the 

time of their ſiege , alſo breaking violently into our houſes, 

taking away our corne with other proviſions provided fag our 

Families to live upon.

expecting an anſyver from Gorton) that they had ſet their 
ſub jects the Indians in their own Laad, and that was all they 
looked after in that reſpect, but they never queſtioned in pub- 
licke, whether it was tight or wrong, to take it from us, only

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had privately called one of us, Which was one of the Inter» 
preters, at the buying of it, and the Indian: their ſubjects to» 
gether, toſce what could be ſaid in it, and found the Indians 


by their owncontelhon,to make things ſo clear on our behalte, 


that they thought it not fit co bring it inco publick ſcanning of 
the matter, 

The Governour then told Gerten, he was now toanſwer 
ſome things that ſhould be propounded unto him upon his life, 
for it was upon his life that now he was to anſwer ; unto 
which Gorton made an{wer, that he was to ſhew unto them. 
all dutifull ſubjcRisn that might be, being under the govern- 
ment of their juriſdiction, as he had done ſince his comming 
amorg!t them, to give them their due konour and reſpect to 
the utmoſt, which he could not doe but as he looked upon 
them with relation unto the State of old England; by vertue 
of which power, they late there, as executioners of jultice, un- 
leſſe he looked at them, and carried himſelſe towards them, 
as they had reſpe unto that State, (from whom what power 
they had was derived) elſc he could not give them their due ho- 
nour and reſpect; tor it could no way appexre to be ſuch, but 
is it was derived from that m oble State of old England; and 
therefore, however he ha according to what they had deman- 
ded, for the clearing of ziy thing, been free to anſwer unto 
them : So now if it was his lite that they would now put 
him upon, he did as freely , and ſin the preſence of them all, 
appealc to the State of old England for his tryall in that point, 
by vertue of which State only be conceived they fate there 38 
Minifters of juſtice; and therefore might not deny unto him 
his jult appeale (under(tanding that the deniall of an appeale, 
mult either preſuppoſe a ſupcriority in them chat deny it, or an

tete, deputy Governour, and bad Gorron never dream, ot think

To theſe four queſtions the Court told Gorton he muſt an- 
ſwer ſpeedily upon life and death, and that under his hand 
ting ; he told them he was not willing to anſwer in any 
thing but as before he had done; they told him he mult give in 
ſpeedy anſwer under his hand writing ; he asked what time 
he muſt have for the anſwer of them; they told him « quarter 
of an houre; he told them he could anſwer them in ſo a 
tigne, but he knew not whether it could give them ſatisfaction; 
for it was as much as for a man to deſcribe Teſus (brift What be 
4, and the way of Avtichrift alſo , which might be done in 
few words; but not to be clear to every man; for a man may 
deſcribe the whole world ia theſe words; in the beginning God 


' created beaven and earth, and the earth Was without forme and 


void and dar beneſſe was upon the face of the deep, and the ſpi- 
rit of God moved upon the face of the waters; ill the whole 
c of creation is in this mafſe or heape ; bye * 
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glory and beauty that comes out of this, needs many Phraſes 
to exprefle it; even ſo it is inthe deſcription of the Son of God, 
Ieſus ( hrift, borne of the Virgin,it may be done in few words; 
but to lay out the natwre,benefit,and glory of it, no ſmal ſpeteh, 
or time can) ſerveto expteſſe: and therefore defired in word 
(as before he had manifeſted his mind unto them) ſo he might 
give that preſent anſwer which God gave unto him in this 
point alſo ; but they told him it muſt be done in writing , and 

to commanded the Goaler to convey him to an ther room to 
diſpatch the ſame ; but as he was going out from them, they

to every one of the four queſtions given unte him, as bore 


ſolloweth.

to the holy way of God ; hut «s they had King ſet over them, 
beſides Moſes, to defend them, when as a greater then Moles 
War there: eAndin this they turned backe in their hearts, unto 
Et, looking unto the way of Pharaob, that would ſub- 
duc all that were not of his own way , and be a defence unto 
his wiſe men in What ever they wrought; but the faichfull ſced of 
Abraham , had the Tabernacle of Witneſſe , or witneſſed unto

writings and ſpeeches. 

This charge being laid upon us, it the Exrre before we heard 
ot the cenſure (though they came as above in writing to u:) 
the Governour asked us, whether we bowed under it, and whe- 
ther we Would retralt; we anſwered and told them ( in the 
preſence of Cd)] that the charge neither bowed nor touc bed us 
at all, tor we were free, and tarre from beirg guilty of any 
ſuch things, and for our tetractation, we told them we came not 
there to deny our Religion, in any point of it, but to teſtifie and 
bear Witne(ſe wnto it; then did they reade our cenſure, tor our 
our confinement , 2$ it above ſaid; and when the bolts and 
chains were made ready, they put them upon us, in the priſon 
at Boſton, that ſo we might travell in them to che ſeverall 
Towns to which we w.re confined , ſome of us having fif- 
te-n miles, and {ome thirty to goe trom Boſton; only we were 
to ſtay till Malter (orren his Terre day, and then were all 
brought to the Cengregution in that our iron furniture, for the 
credit of the Sanctuaty, which had ſet the {word on work to 
ſach good purpoſe, ind after that were with all ſpeed {ent a- 
way ; yes, ſome of us among the people that went from the 
Lecture, that io we might be a ſpeRacle unto them. 

In which condition we continued a whole winter ſeaſon ;

Now two er thres dayes after our releaſe, Some of us being 
returned to Boſton, deſiriag to [tay for the teſt of our friends, 
that we might return together, accompanying eich other in 
our journey, the. people ſhewing themſelves joyfnll to [ee ut at 
liberty, and entertaining us kindly into their houſes, which the 
Gov:rnor perceiving preſently ſent out his warrant, with ſtrict 
charge to depart from the town, within the ſpace of two hours, 
(ic beiag about tea of the clock in the forenoon when the war. 
rant came unto us) other wiſe further penalty ſhould be laid 
upon us.

that hope that never makes aſhamed, we may not therefore for- 
dente To require an explanation of What you intend, by the 
Land; of Pumhom and Soccononocco , for we know none they 
bave, or ever had within your juriſdictionz it you ſhould there- 
fore, ſo fatte forget your ſelfe, as to intead thereby our Land 
lawfully bought, and now in our poſſeſſion , and inhabited by us, 
called Shaw-omet, together with other parts near adjoyning : 
Sive us your minds, and meaning in plaine terms, under your 
hunds : And whereas you conclude, for ſuch our lawfull a- 
boad, ard refidence, to proſecute againft us by courſe of Law 
unto death; we reſolve upon your anſwer, with all expedi- 
tion, to wage Law with you, and try to the uttermoſt What 
right or intereſt you can ſhew to lay claime, either to our Lands 
or our Lives; and ſhall take it as your own AR, urging us 
an conltraining us thereunto, to looke after our right, in the 
bavock and ſpoyls, you have already made among us, which 
other wiſc God hath taught us, ts ſuffer joyfully the robbing and 
ſpoyling of our goodr, it you did not neceſsitate us to look af.

Now upon our comming to Road. Iland, the Indims of 
chat great Cuuntrey of the Nanhyganſer hearing of our return 
without the loſſe of our lives, they wondred , having obſer- 
ved the cauſcleſſe crutlty they had offered unte us, ſome of 
them being within the hearing of the (hot of the Guns, whillt 
they lay intrenched againſt us, as alſo how we were uſed in 
the Maſſachs/ers, and the conſt ant report, whillt we lay 2 
monglt them, that ſome ot our lives ſhould be taken ot 
elſe kept as (laves ſo long as we lived; confidering theſe ar 4 the 
like things they marvelled much at our deliverance and releaſe, 
from amongſt them: Now our countrey men having given 
out fermerly, amonglit the Indians , that we were not Engliſh 
men, to encourage cham againſt us (b:cuuſe the awe of the 
Eoglith, hath been much upon them) and being they could no: 
father the name of any Sectary, ot Sect upon us, but we could 
clearly demonſtrate, we were no ſuch opinionated perſons, they 
then called us Gertencans, and told the Indians we were ſuch 
kind of men, not Engliſh : now the Indians calling the Eng- 
lin in their linguage Watraconoges, they now called us Ger- 
tenoges, and being they had heard a rumour of great war to be 
ia O England, and that it was a land fo furniſhed with mul- 
titudes of people, they preſently framed unto themſclves x 
cauſe of our deliverance, imogining that there were two kiads 
of people in Oi d · England, the one called by the name of Eng- 
lich men, and the other Gorronoper; and concluſed that the 
Gortonoges were 2 mightier people then the Engliſh, whom 
they call Wattaconoges ; and theretore the Aſaſſachy/ers 
thought it not ſafe to rake away our lives, becauſe how ever 
there were but i few of us in New- Ex gland, in compuiſog of 
thoſe that came out againſt us, yet that great people, that were 
io Ol. England would come over, ind put them to death, that

Whereupon the Sachin: of the Nanhyganſer conſulting to- 
gether, — ſeat Meſſengers unto us, to come and ſpeak?

newes was brought to the Sachizs , who ſent aband of luſty 
well armed men, who met us, as ſoon as we were come to 
Land, to conduct us to old Sachin ( vnaunicus bus houſe, mul- 
titudes ol Iudians, is we paſſed along. coming forth, and ſeem- 
ed joyfull, which we taking notice of, ( neither the one nor 
the other being uſuall amongſt them) forme of us began to be 
alittle jealous, that the Agents of the Aſſachuſett, who li- 
ved near unto us, had — about to betray us into their hands, 
upon ſome.falſe ſuggeſtion concerning the death of their Sa- 
chim Myantonomy , who loſt his life immediatly before the 
Alaſſachwſets came againſt us; and however he was ſuddenly 
{1.1 x by an Indian coming behind him, as he marched upon 
che Way, yet there were Engliſh preſent at the doing of the 
at, which we were à little jealous, the abovc-ſaid Agents 
might have ſuggeſted, that we might be conſcating thereunto, 
which all the Indians cooke for a molt injurious act, not onely 
becauſe he was ſo famous a Prince amongſt then, but alſo 
how ever he was taken in a ſtratagem of warre bv the Indians, 
yet 4 great ranſome wa paid for his Redemption, and his life ta- 
hen away alſo, and they are very conſciencious, to recompenſe 
the ſhedding of blood , (eſpecially of ſuch perſonages ) with 
blood againe : But when wee were come to the old Sachin 
houſe, we were courteoully entertained,and from thence con- 
ducted to the houſe of Sac Peſſecus, Brother, and ſucceſ- 
for in government to the late AMyantenomy, when we were 
there, divers Sachim;and their chiete Counſcllors, took us a+ 
ſide to conſult with us, and asked what we intended to doe,

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or how we could live , ſecing the A uſſachuſeti had not onely 
taken our eſtates from u in goods and chaitels , but alſo our 
houſes lands and labours , Where we ſhonld rai/e more, for the 
preſervation of our Families, and withall , told us that their 
condition, might ( in great meaſure) be paraleld with ours, 
elſc they would willingly have done any thing for our hel pe, in 
regard that our Land was bought of them, and we had faith- 
fully paid them for it, according to our contraft ; But they told 
us, they hid not only loſt their Sacbim, ſo beloved amonglt 
them, and ſuch an inſtrument of their publick good; but had 
alſo werly impoveriſhed themſelves, by pay ing ſuch a ran» 
ſome for his life , (as they then mad: us an account of) not- 
withltzoding, his life taken away , and that detaine allo; we 
made anſwer unto them, that for our parts, we were not dif- 
coutaged, in any thing that had b.falncus, for we were ſub- 
ject, to ſuch a noble State in Old England , that however we 
were farre off from our King and State, yet we doubted got 
but in due time, we ſhould have tedreſſe, and in the mean time 
we were reſolved, to undergoe it with patience , and in what 
way we could, labor with our hands, ſor the preſervation of our 
wives and children; the anſwer that they made uato us was 
this, That they thought we belonged to a better Malter then the 
Aaſſachuſets did : whereupon, deſiring our ſtay , they called 
z gen-rall Aſſ-mbly, to make known their minds, and to ſee 
the minds of their people, nd with j »ynt and unanimous con- 
ſat, coneluded to become fabj<Rs to the State and Govern- 
ment of 0/d-England, in caſe they might be accepted of; we 
told them, we could promiſe them nothing, nor take any in- 
gigemeats upon us, not knowing the minds of that Honou- 
rable Statezbut if By would voluntarily make tender of 
chemſclves, as they themielves thought meet, we would en- 
deavour to convæy it ſafely ( incaſe we went bver about our 
own occaſions) and bring them word what was the pleaſure 
of the State therein; whereupon they choſe four of us, as 
Commilsioners in trult for the ſafe cuſtody, and conveyance of 
their AR and Dced unto the State of Ola England.

Weunderſtand your defire is, that we ſhould come downe 
into the Maſſachuſeti, ut the time of your Court now approa- 
chiog; our occaſions at this time are very great,and the more, 
becauſe of the loſſe(in that manner) of our late deceaſed bro- 
ther, upon which occafior,it we ſhould not ſtirre our ſelves, to 
give Teltimony of our faithtulaeſſe unto the cauſe , of that out 
fo unjult deprivation of ſuch an inſtrument,as he was amongſt 
us, for our common good , we ſhould feare his blood would 
lie upon our ſelves; ſo that we defire of you, being wee take 
you for a wiſe people, to let us know your reaſons why you 
ſeeme to adviſe us as you doe, not to goe out agaialt our o in- 
humane, and cruell adverſary, who teoke ſo great a ranſome to 
releaſe him, and his life alſo, when that was done, Our Bro- 
ther was willing to ſtirre much abroad to converſe with men; 
and wee ſee a fad event at the laſt thereupon : Take it not ill 
there tore, though we reſolve to keepe at home (unleſſe ſome 
great necc{sitie call us out) and ſo at this time doe not repaire 
unto you, according to your rt queſt: And the rather becauſe 
we have ſubjected our ſclyes, our Lands and Poſſeſſions, with 
all the right and inheritances of us and our people, either by

War, With ſome of his men, whom we perceive are the moſt 
fierce and warlike people in the countrey , or continent where 
w- are, furniſhed with 3700. guns, men expert in the uſc of 
them, plenty of powder and ſhot, with furniture for their bo- 
dies in time of warre , for their ſafety, which other Natives 
have notzwe underſtand that of late they have ſlain a hundred 
French, with many Indians, whichywere in league with the 
French, putting many of them to crucll tortures, and have but 
loſt two of their own men; theſe being as we underſtand 
deeply affected with the Nan meets, in the loſle of their 
late Sachin, unjuſt deta ning alſo of ſo great a ranſome, gi- 
ven and received for his life. and elſe, are reſolved (that it any 

ple offer to afſMile them in their accuſtomed courſes a. 
mongſt the Natives, or ſeeking after their ancient rights and 
priviledges, not offering wrong to any of His Majeſties ſub- 
jects, nor violating their ſubjection to that Noble State, which 
they ſeem to reſpect, and much to adore) to wage warre with 


them unto the uttermoſt, which it ſcems is the very * of

Theſe things being done, we reſiding upon -Aquetbreck, 
alias, Road- {{and, hiring houſes and grounds to plan upon, for 
the preſervation of our Familics - The Governour of the 
AMaſſachuſers perceiving that we ſtill aboad among the Eng- 
liſh, and were no: gone to the Dutch as others formerly did, 
he then writ a Letter privatcly to ſome in the Hand , whom he 
thought they had intereſt in, being he con mued a Member of 
their Church, however removed trom them, telling him, that 
it he and others (who were in lice rclation unto them) could 
Worke the people of the [land to deliver us up into their hands 
again (at leaſt ſome of us ) it Would not only be acceptable unto

ed our 1mployments, untill ſuch time as there appeared a» 
{t us ac harter of civill government, granted by the 
State of Old Eapland, tor che orderly quiet, and peactible go- 
vernme nt of the p ople inhabi ing in thoſe parts of the coun. 
trey, called Providence Plantations, in the Nanhyganſet Bay,

(but alſo upon that anthority tran;ferred upon that people by the 
State of Old. England, for the quiet and peactable ordering and 

overnment of themſelves) not orly in Providence ind Shaw- 
owet, but like wife upon Road- land, both in Portſmonth , and 
Newport, ſpecified in the Charter; the Colonie of Plimenth 
joyned in league with the Maſſachuſeti, to ſuch ends and pur- 
poſes, ſen: their Mefergers to Road: land, a namely one Man 
fler John Brown, an Aſſiſtant in government amongſt then 
there, who went from houſe to houte (both in Port/monrh and 
Newport) diſcouraging the people for yeclding any obec jence 
unto the authority of the Charter, giving them warning ( 
from the Court of Plimouth) not to ſubmit unto any govern- 
ment that Was eſt abli ſhed by vertne of a late pretended Charter, 
(ts he very pre imptuonſſy called it) nor unto any other antho- 
ritie, or government, but only ſach as Was alloWed and approved 
of by hem , although formerly they have many times 
confeſſed and acknowledged both by Word and Writing, 
that it was out of rheir Furiſdiflions , without which ac.

received for hu reſcue ; this they make their occaſioa to go out 
againſt them to cut them off, and ſo to take their countrey into 
their own juriidition z whereas the Indians, of our know- 
ledge hold themidves bound, to revenge the blood of their 
Prince, it being ſo unla wully ( in their eyes) taken away; nay, 
they are not quict in themſelves, unleſſe they doe revenge it, or 
elſe ſpill their own, in their enJeavours thereafter; in the mean 
time they are ina continued act of mourning, as we know, for

For the firſt, which is the occaſion of this divine ſentence ; 
that is, the teaſonings within themſelves , which the Jcwes 
had in the operations ot their naturall hearts, upon the delive- 
ring of this manner of doAtrine unto them, even by the ſonne 
of God himſelfe , implyed in this word (Then) looking back 
upon the verſe immediatly going before , from which Chriſt 
takes occaſion to utter this ſentence ; whence we obſerve, 
That the Word of God takes occaſion, to utter and mal it ſelfe 
manifeſt, even from the naturall reaſoningi, and argianent ati- 
ons framed in mens minds; though they are not the caufe, yet 

are the occaſion of the manif. ſtation of it, even 47 the 
truth rig bteonſueſſe, power, and authority that is in God, breed - 
eth occalionally, feare, terrour, jealonſie, and Wrath, in mens 
hearts and mind: , though theſe excellencies that are in God, 
are no proper canſe hereof , but onely an occaſion , without 
which they would not be; For if there Were no Judge, the Ma- 
l-faftor would not have terraur; c ven ſo, the very naturall rea- 
tonings of mens hearts, are the occafions of the manifeſtation 
ot the word of God in us, but no proper cauſe of it, for the 
cauſe is only in God himſelfe; but without ſuch reaſonings, 
and Charateriſticall impreſſions in mam mind, the word of 
God coul4 never have been inan ted, written, or tranſlaredin 
ui, whereby We come to have the argument drions, and concluſi- 
ons of ſonnes of God, and not pmply, or neerly of creatare : in 
our minds, being once inlightned by him who « God, andthe 
Father of lights, Where ever it appeareth 1 So that the ſoule of 
man is of farte greater ſublimmie, und naturall excellencie in 
its crextion , then any other creature under heaven ever had 
vouchiafed unto it ; So that there tv an utter impoſſibility 1hat 
any creature ſaowld receive the impreſſions ef Cod, bus man a- 
lone, | |

ly therefore to conclude of certaintie of Scripture, and of no 
infall.bility in the interpretation thereot ; For no more then 
we ko the truth of an 1nterpretation, no more doe we know 
the truth and certainty of any Hiſtory , Propheſie, Proverbe, 
or Parable, which is propounded unto us, but take things up- 
oa report, as we doe other Chronologies of this world, baving 
y the traditions of men for the ground of our Worſhip of 
God,

bout the things of God, that a creature ( meerly as he is a crea- 

| ture) is able to produce and bring forth , which is to live ac- 
cording to the wealth , power, and honour of the creature; 
whoſe goodlinefle is as the flower of grafle that withereth,con- 
ſumeth, and is brought to nought ; for the beſt thing that is 
in it (which is his wiſdom) «. emmitie With God, for it it not 
ſubjeRt tothe Law of God, neither indecd cas be. But ſecond- 
ly, we are to underſtand by fleſh, that weakneſſe, frailty, and 
imbecillity of man, when he is deprived, and laid waſte in 
himſclte, of all created glory, which is only then, when the 
fpirit of the Lord blower, or breathes wpon him j and ſo becoms 
nothing in himſelfe but weakneſſe and infirmity : And in 
this ſenſe the Prophet ſaith ; Now the E£pyptians are men, and 
not God, their Horſes fleſh , and not ſpirit : Softith the Plal- 
miſt n the ſame ſence, my flefb alſo refteth in hope, that is my 
weakneſſe, and tired owt conditiongbath reſt, ind ſtrength in an 
ether,though not in my ſelfe; for bepe that i ſeen is no hope, ſo 
that my nature affords no ſuch thing, but only that nature to 
which I am wnited: And in an ether place, Thow art « God 
that heareth prayers, and. unto thee fhall all fleſh come, that is, 
thou art ſtrength , and able to ſupply abundantly ia all chinge, 
for thou art God, and we bring nothing but weakneſſc and in- 
firmitic unto thec, for unte thee nothing but fleſh comes ; and fo 
the Sonne of God is truly ſaid, to be made ſleſb, that is weak and 
frayle, inregard of our nature which he teoke, or (us a conti- 
nued act) takes upon him ſelfe. 

Agne, by blood is here meant the life , Iirit, aud power 
of the Sonne of Cod, as he deſcends from the Father, even as the 
vigour , life and ſpirit of the creature tuns in the blood, in the 
heat theraof : ſuch is the life, ſpirit, power, vertue, and vigor of 
fie ſonne of min, is he is of the life, ſeſcent, and power of the

weaknefle in us, or in out nature, but power in God, or in

aid. So thut to cat the fleſh, and drinke the blood of the Son 
of man, is to communicate in the things that are of Jeſus 
Chriſt , both as he is God, and is he is mar, and to hold the 
unity ot ſtrength and weaknefſe; that i*, how he is made weak 
in taking our nature, and fo carries and bears our infirmit ies a- 
way for ever (he being that ſcape - Goat, whoſe office it is ſo 
to dot:) And alſo, how our nature is, thereby made ſtrong 
and mighty , througth that ſtrergth of the Sonne of God, in 
whom we find no iaſitmity, but are furniſhed wich his power 
evetlaſtingly, fo that detth which is naturally in us (as we te 
the ſonnes of men) is ſwallowed up of that viflory and life, 
which is in him, as he is that viftorious , and eternall Sonne of 
ed, and without a ſutable correſpondent , and hermonicus 
ing of theſe two, A in one individuall ſubſiſtance, we can- 

not have lite in us, no more then our bodies can be ſuſtained 
by ment without drinke, or by driake ooly without meat: and 
that is the fon: th particulur,el/e We cannot have life in au, that is, 
we can have no life, fpirit , or breathmgr of rhe Sonne of that 
living G od in : For a4 the body Without the ſonle is dead, [0

kinds and wayes ; for as out infirmities are multiplyed , and 
that aptitude that is in us to fall, ſuch is the multiplication of 
that reſtoration which is in that good word of God; it is (Fe) 
alſo in drinking, that is, our veſt emptineſſe, drinks and takes 
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in that fulneſſe, power, and ſpirit that is in the word of God, 
in which we are cxprefſed and made manifelt to be the ſonnes 
and daughters of God, and in that mutuall cating and drinking 
our life, ſtrength, and comfort doth conliR, 

The fifth particular, how it is ſaid (that we dos cat) that are 
not able to doe any thing; like anſwer is to be given to this us 
to the former, when he faith, Tee, he means not only divers 
men, bat he meancth every one as conſi dered, in him, who is 
not only of man, but alſo of Cod; to that if we ſpeak of man 
ſeparated from the Word of God (which hath ſufficient 
power init ſelfe) we miſſe of the meaning, and of the mind 
of God, and ſo of that communion or eating that is in the 
faith of Jeſus Chriſt ; and if we ſpeak of God divided and 
ſeparated from man, we commit the like errour, and are in the 
ſame default; but we mult hold and maintain the unity of 
them both, in that way of f:ich in the Sonne of mia, then is 
there power and ability, both to cat and to drink, even as there 
is power and ability in the Heavens and the earth , united 
in thkir operations, to bring forth fruit plentifully , which 
worke cannot be done, if either of them were ſet apart, and 

ted one from the other: So that the word of Ged is made 
ſtrong thr our weaknefle , that ſo it may appeare and 
make manifelt it ſelfe : and our weakneſſe zppears, and is ac- 
knowledged through that word of God, that ſo ill may be gi- 
ven unto God, and he may be all in all; ſo that it is (Te- as 
man conſidered, in and with the power and ſpirit of God, in 
which he is inabled to doe all things, and not (Tre) as conũde- 
red one man, in and with an other, for ſo all fleſh is gruſſe, 
ſurely in that reſpeRt the people is vanity. 
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
